locks bearing some very striking mottoes when 

the Ohio hardware men assembled there for their 

twenty-second annual convention, Feb. 22-25. 
Among these signs were the following: 

“Man a dealer thinks he is in the hole when it is 
merely a rut.” 

“A man who has his nose to the grindstone doesn’t 
always sharpen his wits.” 

“The winners in the race for success are equipped 
with self-starters.” 

“Poor judgment leads to over-buying. Over-buy- 
ing leads to price-cutting. Price-cutting leads to 
failure.” 

“All things come to the other fellow if you sit 
down and wait.” 

“To be a good buyer one must not only know 
merchandise, but also current prices and the trend 
of the market.” 

“It doesn’t help to be awake at night. Be awake 
through the day.” 

“Never put off until to-morrow the bills you can 
collect to-day.” 























President McGrath in his official address referred 
to the great commercial changes which have come 
about during the past twelve months. He spoke in 
part as follows: ! 


66 A* optimistic prediction twelve months ago 

would have been taken with a grain of salt; 
but to-day it is in the air. Our factories are run- 
ning double shift. The hum of machinery is con- 
stant day and night and factory machinery is almost. 
unobtainable. The railroads are overburdened and 
bountiful crops have made the farmers prosperous. 
Much of this prosperity is attributed to the hor- 
rible, barbarous state of affairs that exists on the 
other side of the Atlantic; but it is an ill wind that 
blows no one good. Our particular line of mer- 
chandise has felt practically every jump in the 
barometer of prices, and we should certainly be wide 
awake to existing conditions and with every means 
in our power keep posted on prices and business 
conditions. It is a time for the live-wire merchant 
to participate in this prosperity, but there will 
come a time when the dare-devil buyer will reap 
a whirlwind. It is a time for caution as well as 
precaution.

Importance of Credits 


“We have heard a lot in the past few years about 
efficiency and buying, and efficiency and salesman- 
ship, but little or nothing about efficiency and the 
credit end of our business, which I cosider of equal 
importance. I therefore think it is not only timely, 
but advisable to put in vogue some good practical 
original system of credit terms. For instance, 5 
per cent cash, 2 per cent in 30 days, net 60 days, 
and at the expiration of 60 days charge interest 
at 6 per cent. The manufacturers and jobbers are 
more strict in regard to extending credit, also in 
terms of payment. ‘If your check is not in. the 


eleventh. of the month you get no 2 per cent dis- | 


count. If your account, runs over time they“ get 
busy at once. That is good business and I take 
off my hat to them. What about the banks? They 


scrutinize your standing, pretty thoroughly before. 
How many of you. 


doing business with you at all. 
ever borrowed money of them without paying 
interest? We have the same right to exact such 
terms and conditions as they; but we do not ex- 
ercise our rights. I would suggest that our asso- 
ciation devote some of its energy along this line. 


The Druggist and Sunday Closing 


' “T wish to call your attention to a law on the 
statute books of this great State; which is badly 
neglected and broken at will. I refer to the Sunday 
closing law—an excellent law and one which should 
‘be enforced now more rigidly than ever, because 
of the fact that we have a new competitor in the 
field. How many of you ‘have been keen enough 
to note the advances being made by the new depart- 
ment store doing business under the guise of a drug 
store. 





“stores are run at a loss instead of a profit. 


I am told that the druggists’ magazines 
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and drug jobbers admit that the large majority of 
prescription departments in these so-called drug 
They 
are too busy selling hardware, cutlery, stationery, 
photograph supplies, paints, etc., to fill prescrip- 
tions. No wonder people are losing confidence in the 
one-time drug stores and are having their phy- 
sicians furnish their medicine. Why should not 
the drug stores in this State be compelled to close 
one day in the week the same as we do. This is 
not only a matter which affects the big majority of 
our dealers, but it affects the dealers in other lines 
as well. If this is a good and just law, it should 
not only have the backing of 6ur organization but 
others in seeking its enforcement, thereby giving us 
all an equal’chance at business which rightfully be- 
longs to us. < 
The Welfare Movement (7) 

“Some of you perhaps are not familiar with the 
Welfare Movement which is growing in the large 
cities, and I suppose being practised in the smaller 
towns where they have factories. Manufacturing 
concerns are stocking hardware, groceries, meats, 
dry goods, etc., and selling to their employees at 
prices about equal to our cost, thus depriving us of a 
large volume of business which according to all good 
business ethics belongs to the retailers. You would 
be astonished if you knew to what extent this is 
being carried on. The amount in this city alone in 
the course of a year’s time I am told runs into mil- 
lions. We would like to go more into detail on this 
subject, but time won’t permit. We should, how- 
ever, take some concerted action. Some men are 
kidding themselves into the idea that they are great 
philanthropists, and perhaps some are seriously 
honest in their belief that they are doing humanity

a great philanthropic act in this. Whatever the 
case may be, I say it is time for us to give them a 
jolt and wake them up. The time will come, and it 
is not very far distant when I believe the jobber 
will quit the retail field and leave it entirely to re- 
tail merchants.” 

In closing, President McGrath expressed his sin- 
cere appreciation for the hearty co-operation given 
him by his fellow-officials and by the members of 
the association. 


Secretary James B. Carson’s Report 


Secretary Carson’s report reflected general pros- 
perity and activity in association circles. “During 
the year,” he said, “I have been in 45 counties; 
have visited 385 storekeepers, of which 270 are 
members, 75 of these having been added through 
personal work. Seven local organizations have been 
started and all are in a flourishing condition. 


Trading Stamps 

“Beginning at the national convention in St. 
Paul, our trade papers have conducted a campaign 
against trading stamps and have given us informa- 
tion as to the lines of merchandise they carry as 
premiums and the prices at which it is possible to 
secure these articles. It is to be deplored that the 
trading stamp people include in their list of pre- 
miums articles from many of our best manufac- 
turers, whose reputation makes it an easy matter 
for the trading stamp brokers to do a large busi- 
ness. Remember, it is possible through these stamp 
brokers to secure many articles which we carry in 
regular stock at less than our cost. I believe our 
members should express their disapproval of this 
system heartily and vigorously. You should be 
against any system of distribution that will furnish 
goods to your customers at less than you pay for 
them. 


The Catalog-House Question 


“There is no question but that the catalog houses 
have allies in Congress who are to push more parcel 
post legislation at this session. A recent article in 
HARDWARE AGE says that 98.15 per cent of the post 


post should not be operated: by. our; Government. at 
a loss. It should pay its own way,;; There are just 
two men who can help you in this matter. They are 
your Congressman and your Senator, and unless 
you ask for your rights you will probably never 
get them.

“Last year in my report I suggested that our ad- 
visory board be done away with and be .replaced 
with a county chairman. I want again to call your 


attention to some such change as this. It is almost, 
out of the question to ask a member of the advisory,

hope this change will come about at this meeting. 

“During the past year more interest has been 
shown in our exchange list than during any pre- 
vious year, and while it has not grown to a size of 
which we can boast, yet some of our members have 
been benefited, and this will prove to others that it 
is only necessary to send to our office four times 
a year a list of the dead items you have in stock.

Conditions,” and said that the day of small sales 
and high prices-is gone. “Merchants must have a 
large volume of sales,” he continued, “and narrow 
margins. Old methods cannot be applied to modern 
business.” He referred to the importance of the 
telephone and other means of rapid communication 
in causing changes in methods of conducting busi- 
ness.

Thursday evening 
a theater party for members and the ladies was 
given at Keith’s Hippodrome. A special program 
of entertainment was provided for the ladies and 
occupied practically all their time. 

The Hardware Club of Cincinnati and the Cin- 
cinnati Hardware Guild arrived Monday evening in 
special Pullman and en route the two associations 
were joined by many hardware dealers at Middle- 
town, Dayton and Columbus.

The Exhibits

On account of the distance and the expense in- 
volved the question of decreasing the number of 
delegates came up for discussion, but it was de- 
cided to maintain the prestige of the “Banner Asso- 
ciation,” and when the national convention con- 
venes next June there will be a full delegation of 
twelve to look after Minnesota’s interests. 


Tuesday 


The early morning was given over to the registra- 
tion of members, and at 10 o’clock the executive 
board was called to order in the convention room, 
the books were audited and the regular routine 
business attended to. The association had been 
duly incorporated during the year, in accordance 
with the action taken at the last convention, and at 
this meeting the new constitution was accepted and 
the by-laws formally passed on. On motion it was 
decided to have 2000 copies of the constitution and 
by-laws printed and distributed to the members of 
the association for their informatiom, The expert 
accountants employed to audit the books and rec- 
ords reported everything in a satisfactory condition, 
and their report was accepted and placed on file. 

The afternoon session opened promptly at 1.30 
with President Mason of St. Peter in the chair. 
The members all joined in the singing of: “Amer- 
ica,” after which the Rev. D. M. Johnson pro- 
nounced the invocation. The first item on the pro- 
gram was the address of President Mason, who 
carefully reviewed the events of the past year and 
the work of the association. He told of the recent 
incorporation of the society, which relieved the 
members of individual responsibility, and gave a 
résumé of the national association meeting in 
St. Paul last June. 

He advised the exercise of careful judgment in 
the purchase of goods during the coming year, and 
pictured the results of.a possible decline should the 
war in Europe cease. The members taken from 
the hardware ranks by death were remembered, as 
was also R. R. Williams, veteran editor of the HARD- 
WARE AGE. Mr. Mason attributed the prominence 
of that publication to the untiring efforts of Mr. 





- Williams and declared that HARDWARE AGE would 


remain as a lasting monument to his ability and 
enterprise. Trade papers were alluded to as real 
necessities without which hardware dealers would 
suffer inestimable loss. Mr. Mason also touched 
on the many so-called collection bureaus operating 
in the State and warned dealers to keep away from 
them. He praised the Stevens bill and the Honest 
Advertising bill now before Congress, and urged 
the members to work for their passage. He con- 
gratulated the association on its membership, the 
state of its finances, and the results achieved dur- 
ing the year, and closed his address with thanks for 
the co-operation of the members during his term 
of office. 

Secretary Roberts then gave his annual report. 
He outlined the meeting of the national convention 
and the State Secretaries Conference, and gave a 
synopsis of the work of his office during the past 
twelve months. He spoke of the membership of 
the association and brought out the fact that 57 
of the original 167 dealers who met in St. Paul in 
1897 were still members of the organization. The 
paid-up membership at the present time he gave 
as 1233, an increase of 21 during 1915. He com- 
mented on the advances of the metal market and 
gave quotations of the market reports of The Iron 
Age for Jan. 10, 1915, comparing the prices with 
those quoted in the Jan. 26 issue of this year. He 
closed with a summary of the work in the various 
departments of his office and the results achieved. 

Treasurer H. C. Hertz of St. Paul reported on 
the financial condition of the association and also 
read the report of the delegates to the last national 
convention. President Mason then explained the 
changes in the new by-laws in regard to the man- 
ner of selecting delegates and forming the nom- 
inating committee, after which the matter of the 


- number of delegates to the next national convention 


was taken up. Mr. Stebbins moved that the full 
delegation of twelve be sent. There was consid- 


“erable discussion, but the motion prevailed, and the 


président announced a 5-min. intermission for the 
districts to select their representatives to choose six 
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delegates as the by-laws indicate, the other six dele- 
gates being chosen by the board of directors. The

The Question Box was next in order and occu- 
pied the last hour of the session. C. H. Casey of 
Jordan handled the questions relating to trade 
building, which included advertising, merchandising 
systems and cash discounts. J. E. O’Brien of 
Crookston looked after the discussion of collections, 
and the dealer who lacks nerve to collect interest on 
overdue accounts came in for a bad half hour. 


Wednesday 


There were about 800 dealers present at the 
session Wednesday afternoon and much interest was 
manifested. A. E. Towne of the Hardware Bulletin 
spoke briefly on the work of the national association 
in behalf of legislation favorable to the retailer, and 
also outlined the new Stephens-Ayres bill. He was 
followed by H. S. McIntire of The Hardware Trade, 
who urged on the dealers the necessity of system 
in handling their business affairs, and declared that 
the opportunities for profit in the retail business 
were never better than at the present time. L. S. 
Soule of HARDWARE AGE was next in line and gave 
the members a short concise set of principles which 
should govern them in their buying. He declared 
that in order to buy correctly a merchant must 
know his goods, be thoroughly familiar with the 
freight rates and classifications and must be inde- 
pendent of the man from whom he purchases and 
must take advantage of his cash discounts. 

The balance of the session was given over to the 
Question Box, and a lively meeting ensued. Buying 
was the first question taken up, with A. Marckell of 
Perham in charge. “How can we get the price?” 
was the all-absorbing topic, and many different 
views were expressed. The relative importance of 
buying and selling came in for considerable dis- 


cussion as did also the question of marking up goods | 
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to meet the great advances in market prices. The 
general opinion seemed to be that a merchant should 
buy his goods with the selling price in view, with 
the idea of being able to meet competition and at 
the same time get a profit. 

J. A. Monson of Braham then acted as moderator 
for the questions dealing with the merchant and 
the farmer, and H. M. Gardner of Minneapolis 
looked after questions pertaining to legislation. The 
national bankruptcy law was given a severe drub- 
bing at this session, the general opinion being that 
it had outlived its usefulness and should be 
repealed. 

Thursday 


On Thursday forenoon Secretary Roberts ex- 
plained to the members a new idea in regard to a 
credit-rating bureau. The plan as outlined by Mr. 
Roberts does away with the old system of rating a 
man by means of a letter signifying his credit re- 
sponsibility and uses a card-index system, the 
amounts owed by each individual being shown on 
his card. These cards are revised every three 
months and show exactly the credit status of every 
man in the community. During the discussion 
which followed T. H. Caley of Princeton brought 
down the house by his statement that honesty cuts 
no figure with credits as “Hell was full of honest 
men.” 

The afternoon session was taken up almost en- 
tirely with the business of the Minnesota Mutual 
Fire Insurance Company. A letter was read from 
President C. F. Ladner of the insurance department 
regretting his inability to be present, and the sec- 
retary, S. S. Mathews, reviewed the work of the 
year and gave a report on the financial condition. 
State Fire Marshal Robert W. Hagardine spoke 
briefly on on “The Progress of Fire Prevention,” 
and Walter I. Fisher of the General Inspection Com- 
pany, Minneapolis, gave a very interesting address 
on “Measuring a Fire Risk.” 

There was considerable discussion on the pro- 
posed change in policy, eliminating the present in- 
surance limit, leaving the amount of insurance to 
be carried on any risk to the discretion of the board

of directors. When the question finally came to a 
vote it was decided to leave the matter in its pres- 
ent form with no changes. The following members 
of the insurance organization were then selected to 
act on the joint nominating committee: Mr. Hay- 
den of Chatfield, Mr. Frederickson of Jasper and 
Mr. Morneau of Waukon. 

During this session A. O. Moreaux of Luverne, 
one of the prominent newspaper men of the State, 
addressed the convention on “The Value of Pub- 
licity in Business.” There were no bouquets handed 
out, as Mr. Moreaux was emphatic in his declara- 
tion that retail hardware men as a rule, are the 
poorest advertisers in the world of business. Mr. 
Moreaux made severz2! suggestions along the line 
of retail advertising that were interesting and prac- 
tical, and the address was one of the features of 
the session. 

Friday 

The suggestion committee suggested the follow- 
ing: That the exhibits be opened to the general 
public only on one day of the convention; that an 
orchestra be employed in place of a band; that a 
better system of ventilation be provided for the 
exhibition hall; that the business meetings be held 
mornings instead of afternoons, and that the ex- 
hibits be closed during the business sessions.

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Congress Should Control Parcel Post Weight Limit—Sugar Duty to Be 
Restored— Domestic Shipbuilding

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 6, 1916. 


R. BURLESON’S plan to boost the parcel 

Mi post weight limit so that the kitchen range, 

the parlor base-burner, the mowing machine 

and the fireproof safe can be sent by mail from 

the catalog house to the farmer’s door will be 

nipped in the bud, if the Senate accepts a provision 

just voted by the House into the Post Office appro- 
priation bill. 

Under the present law full discretion as to fixing 
weight limits and rates is vested in the Postmaster 
General. His is the power to break, if not to make, 
the small merchants of the country. No Czar of 
all the Russias ever held his subjects so completely 
in the hollow of his hand as the head of the Post 
Office Department holds the retailers through his 
power to hand their business over to the mail-order 
octopus. 

Furthermore, the right to raise the present 50-lb. 
limit on parcel post packages to any weight that 
fancy might dictate would also give the Postmaster 
General authority to divert to the mails enough 
freight to ruin all the railroads in the country, 
for it must be remembered that the roads are 
compensated, not on the basis of the matter they 
actually transport, but rather upon the amount thev 
were carrying when the last official weighing took 
place, which may have been from one month to four 
years ago. 


Congress Should Control Weight Limits 


Representative Madden of Illinois, a close student 
of postal affairs and a man with a keen sense of 
justice, recently made up his mind that no executive 
official of the Government should wield such tre- 
mendous power. Congress alone, in his opinion, 
should have the right to raise the 50-lb. limit of the 
parcel post and he therefore presented an amend- 
ment to that effect to the pending Post Office appro- 
priation bill, in support of which he said: 

“The time has come to put a limit on the size 
of the parcel post package, and there ought to be 
placed in no one man’s power the right to fix that 
limit. The people »f the country should know what 
that limit may be. 

“The parcel post law was enacted to facilitate 
the exchange of the commodities of the people of 
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the country and the people of the cities, and I do 
not know of any case where it has been found neces- 
sary to send parcels of more than 50 lb. in weight. 
But there have been cases where great injustice 
has been done the small railroads in the western 
States where whole carloads of coal have been 
shipped in 48-lb. packages; where carloads of ore, 
of potatoes, of cement, of brick, of sand and other 
commodities have been put up in 48-lb. packages and 
shipped by mail without any compensation whatever 
to the roads. 

“The parcel post law was not enacted for any 
such purpose. It ought not to be used for the pur- 
pose of taking away the freight business from the 
railroads. 

“I believe that if the future should prove the 
necessity for a greater weight limit than 50 Ib. it 
will then be time enough to enact a law authorizing 
someone to increase that limit. Until that necessity 
arises and until we have developed the parcel post 
as one of the scientific branches of the postal serv- 
ice—until we have proved beyond any question that 
the interests of the people are best served by a 
greater weight—I submit that we ought not to 
permit the limit to be increased. Until we have 
proved that there is need for more weight and 
until we have been able to show whether we are 
making money or breaking even under the present 
method, that method ought not to be changed.” 

By a vote of nearly five to one the House, sitting 
in Committee of the Whole, adopted Mr. Madden’s 
amendment. 

The legislative guardians of the catalog concerns 
were caught napping. Mr. Madden was too quick 
for them. 


Parcel Post Champions in Tight Place 


When the consideration of the Post Office bill in 
Committee of the Whole was completed the bill was 
reported to the House for final action. In a desper- 
ate attempt to recover the ground lost while they 
were peacefully slumbering at the switch, the parcel 
post champions rushed to the front with a demand 
for a separate vote on the Madden amendment cur- 
tailing the Postmaster General’s authority to raise 
the weight limit. 

Representative Lewis of Maryland, who makes his

political campaign on his record as an advocate of 
boosting weight limits and reducing rates, appealed 
frantically to the House to rescind its action. 

“If this bill,” he shouted, “finally passes with this 
heart stab in it for the parcel post, with the parcel 
post hog-tied in its competition with the express 
companies of the country, the stocks of these com- 
panies will go up $25,000,000 in a week! 

“If they were discharging their functions, if they 
were really meeting the requirements of transporta- 
tion, I should not have a word to say. But our ex- 
perience here in three years is that of the seven 
parcels moving now they could only move three. 
Their rates were so high, their limitations of serv- 
ice were so great that four out of seven of the 
people’s parcels were killed at the very point of their 
origin. The proof of that is that 700,000,000 parcels 
are moving now, counting the service of the express 
companies and the Post Office combined, as against 
only 300,000,000 moving by the express companies 
in. 1912.” 

This is a fine -exhibition of ignorance coming 
from a man who claims to be a parcel post expert. 
Senator Bristow reported a year ago that the parcel 
post alone was then handling 800,000,000 packages, 
while later figures from the Post Office Department 
indicate that the total has now reached a billion 
parcels. 

But the fallacies in Mr. Lewis’ argument have 
been so fully exposed in this correspondence that 
it is unnecessary to consider them further. The 
more the figures are swollen the greater the bene- 
fits reaped by the mail-order houses, for the Special 
Parcel Post Committee of the Senate is on record 
as declaring that the catalog concerns send more 
than 80 per cent of the packages mailed, a figure 
calculated to send cold chills up the spinal column 
of every retailer in the land. 


Post Office Committee Member Assails Lewis 


But to return to the rumpus over the Madden 
amendment. Representative Finley of South Caro- 
lina, ranking member of the Post Office Committee, 
tackled Mr. Lewis without gloves. 

“The position taken by the gentleman from Mary- 
land is hardly logical,” he declared. “He seems to 
think that the life of the parcel post depends upon 
the weight of the package. That is not true. We 
have started out with a new Government agency, 
which is still on trial in this country. Germany, 
which has been mentioned by the gentleman, has an 
area of 214,000 square miles; France, 207,000 
square miles, while the United States has an area 
of 3,000,000 square miles. In Russia, where they 
have a parcel post, the railroads are owned by the 
government. Conditions which apply in foreign 
countries cannot prevail here. 

“The gentleman from Maryland seems to think 
that if you fix or limit the weight of the package 
at all you necessarily stab the parcel post to the 
heart. I do not agree with the gentleman. I remem- 
ber when he came here and started out on a parcel 
post propaganda. His proposition was that the 
Government should buy out the express companies 
and give them thirty or thirty-five million dollars 
—something utterly ridiculous. 

“Let me say to the gentleman from Maryland 
that he is not the father of the parcel post idea 
in this country. The grangers, long before the gen- 
tleman was born, passed resolutions at their na- 
tional conventions indorsing the parcel post and 
the gentleman from Maryland had about as much 
to do with the framing of the present law as any 
other member of the House. 

“Now, the parcel post is in its infancy and the 
thing for us to do is to provide transportation facili- 
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ties on the basis of existing limits before we per- 
mit them to be increased. The gentleman from 
Maryland wants to take the bridle off entirely and 
let it go without limit, only to be fixed by the 
Postmaster General and the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. If the weight was fixed at 1000 lb. 
instead of 50 lb, I think it would suit the gentle- 
man from Maryland. He had ample notice that 
this proposition was coming up and he should have 
been here when we adopted this amendment in 
Committee of the Whole!” 

Mr. Lewis was rendered almost breathless by 
Mr. Finley’s hurricane attack, but in a weak voice 
he explained to the House that he had been de- 
tained by important business. 

“It’s the gentleman’s own fault that he was not 
here,” Mr. Finley rushed on. “He had more im- 
portant business somewhere else and now he comes 
back and takes up the time of the House complain- 
ing because we have limited the weight to 50 lb. 
during his absence. It is the gentleman’s own fault 
and I think we have had enough of this discussion.” 


Why the Parcel Post “Pays” 


Here Representative Moore of Pennsylvania, a 
sharp-eyed, quick-witted member from conserva- 
tive old Philadelphia, took a hand in the debate. 
Mr. Moore sits close under the lee of Minority 
Leader Mann and delights to knock corners off the 
arguments of careless members. 

“I understand perfectly,” he said, “why it is popu- 
lar now, as it has been during the last few years 
from the public rostrum everywhere, to denounce 
railroads and corporations. Any man in a repre- 
sentative body who undertakes to bespeak fair play 
for corporations or for railroads may expect im- 
mediately to be attacked with applause from the 
galleries, as being the friend of corporate interests 
and of railroads and all that is obnoxious. Never- 
theless, I am personally unalterably opposed to the 
plan for which the gentleman from Maryland seems 
to be pleading, which proposes to make the railroads 
pay for an experiment designed to prove to that 
part of the public which sends parcels by post that, 
if you make the railroads do it for nothing or 
thereabouts, you can afford to do the business more 
cheaply through the Government than through pri- 
vate corporations.” 

The House rarely applauds a defense of the rail- 
roads or of business men in any walk of life. Any 
new member with the voice of a tree-toad can 
raise a cheer on behaif of the farmer or any other 
horny-handed son of toil. On this occasion, how- 
ever, Mr. Moore’s straight-from-the-shoulder little 
talk was received with a spontaneous round of 
handclapping and when Mr. Lewis demanded a sep- 
arate vote on the Madden amendment the Chair 
promptly ruled him out of order. A few minutes 
later the bill passed and started on its journey to 
the Senate.

Sugar Duty to Be Restored 


The first modification of the Underwood-Simmons 
tariff law will be made by Congress within the 
course of a few days. Sugar, which was free-listed 
by Mr. Underwood against his own judgment, but 
in accordance with President Wilson’s insistent de- 
mand, will go back to the dutiable list as the re- 
sult of the passage of a bill which has just been 
reported by the Ways and Means Committee. Thus 
Congress will save about $50,000,000 per annum 
which would otherwise have been lost to the Treas- 
ury after May 1, next. 

The free-listing of sugar was a gigantic economic 
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biunder. It’s a non-partisan question. Both the 
[.epublican and Democratic parties, since Adam was 
2 little boy, have united in the policy of taxing 
sugar. The Republicans justified the import duty 
on the double ground of revenue and protection, 
while the Democrats declared it was for revenue 
only. 

Party platform declarations make little differ- 
ence. However justified, the industry got the pro- 
tection and the Treasury got the money. And 
the Treasury always needed it. 

By the terms of the Underwood-Simmons law 25 
per cent of the sugar duty went off March 1, 1914, 
and the other 75 per cent would have been wiped 
out next May in default of further legislation. The 
mere threat of free sugar has sent many of the 
sugar mills of the South to the scrap heap and the 
$15,000,000 per annum lost by the first cut in duty 
has helped to swell the big Treasury deficit which, 
for the current fiscal year, approximates $60,000,000. 


President Wilson is not pig-headed. He was one 
of the first to recognize the free sugar blunder 
and upon his frank admission that a mistake had 
been made the Ways and Means Committee promptly 
drafted a bill under the terms of which the 
present rate, which is three-fourths of the old 
Payne-Aldrich rate and which approximates 1%4c. 
per lb.—less 20 per cent when importations are 
made from Cuba—will be continued. 

A tariff on sugar is an ideal revenue tax borne 
equally by all the people to the extent that the people 
of the United States pay it, for it is largely paid 
by the foreign producer who is obliged to reduce 
the price of his product to induce the American 
importer to buy it. Experience has demonstrated 
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that the tax has little or no effect on the price 
to the consumer. 

He will be a brave politician who hereafter pro- 
poses to put sugar on the free list. 


Big Boom in Domestic Shipbuilding 


The project to embark the Government in the 
business of building and operating merchant ves- 
sels, for the alleged reason that “private capital 
has demonstrated its inability or unwillingness to 
provide ships for our foreign commerce,” has re- 
ceived a solar-plexus blow within the past few days 
as the result of official disclosures concerning the 
activity of American shipyards. 

The Bureau of Navigation of the Department of 
Commerce has tabulated returns from all the yards 
reflecting conditions on Feb. 1, from which it ap- 
pears that American capitalists have now under 
contract no less than 230 merchant vessels aggre- 
gating about 1,000,000 gross tons. These contracts 
will keep the shipyards running chock-a-block until 
well into 1917 and some of the big freight carriers 
can’t be finished before 1918. 

So busy are the yards that they are refusing con- 
tracts calling for delivery before July 1, 1917, for 
any type of vessel involving the drafting of new 
plans. If you will take a standardized ship of 
moderate tonnage the big yards will undertake to 
get her out for you within: the next eighteen 
months, but you may have to take a chance on the 
date of delivery. 

This speaks volumes for the enterprise of the 
American business man and demonstrates that, if 
there is a real demand from the people for any kind 
of service, private enterprise will beat the Gov- 
ernment to it every time.

in concentration. The State is only about 
the size of an ordinary Texas county, but 
it throbs with industry from one end to the other, 
is net-worked with railroads and trolley lines, and 
blessed with good hardware. As a hardware manu- 
facturing State it occupies a commanding position 
and Connecticut-made goods can be found in scores 
of places in every American hardware store. 
There are less than 150 retail hardware dealers 
in the State, and over 130 of them are members 
of the Connecticut Hardware Association which 
met at the Hotel Bond in Hartford, Feb. 23 and 24. 


The President’s Address. 


President C, M. Beach of New Milford, Conn., 
delivered his annual address on the first day, and 
after reviewing the association’s activities for the 
year, spoke very much to the point regarding busi- 
ness conditions in the East. He said in part as 
follows: “The State of Connecticut, as a whole, 
has been tremendously enriched during the year. 
The manufacturing centers have been achieving 
success almost beyond comprehension. Enormous 
buildings have been constructed to meet the neces- 
sities of production. Thousands of men are em- 
ployed day and night, and the increased number 


\ N J HAT Connecticut lacks in size it makes up 


of our laborers has started a building boom all over 
the State. Our railroads are blocked with traffic 
and millions of dollars are pouring into us from 
every direction. The sad part of this is that most 
of the material we are producing is being used 
either directly or indirectly to kill men. We are 
to-day, while prosperous financially, really living in 
a condition that is unhealthy and feverish. Our 
prosperity is producing a poverty in the world 
that will be felt by every nation. The coming year 
has many problems in store for us. I could enum- 
erate merchandising problems and merchandising 
reasons we must assume almost endlessly, and the 
things we face as individuals in our own towns and 
cities are just a part of what we must face as a 
nation during the coming months. The days are 
fraught with uncertainty, and the demand for 
thinkers at our national capital is great. , 


Secretary Hitchcock’s Report 


After reviewing the various legislative measures 
which have the indorsement of many of the retail 
hardware associations, Secretary Hitchcock recited 
some of the advantages of membership in the Con- 
necticut Association. He gave the following ex- 
perience to bring out one point. “A man bought a 


small place in our town, coming from another sec- 
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tion of the State. Doubtless those of you doing 
business in the cities do not realize how fully a 
merchant in a small place knows his customers. I 
learned that this fellow came from a small town, 
and I immediately wrote one of our members there 
regarding his credit. I received a prompt reply con- 
taining information more valuable than anything 
Bradstreet or Dun could have given us. Many of 
our city members belong to credit rating bureaus 
upon which they depend largely in extending credits, 
but this is of no value in connection with a new 
customer from the outside. Every member of this 
association could, however, pursue the course I 
followed in this case. We do not use one another 
as much as we could, or as we ought to. During 
the past year many of us have stocked heavily, 
and have profited by the numerous and steady ad- 
vances on staple articles. The time has, I believe, 
passed for carrying over-stocks. In my own store 
I am clearing the decks. 


Mutual Insurance Records 


“The mutual insurance companies are doing a 
good business in this State, and I believe you will 
be interested in learning that ten hardware mu- 
tuals are now carrying $59,000,000 of our fire risks, 
and have accumulated a $1,000,000 in surplus and 
cash assets. If one would carry the limit, we 
would have $42,500 worth of insurance, and would 
receive un average dividend of 38% per cent on 
the premiums paid. 


Who Shared the Profit? 


“Parcel post has been broadened during the year, 
and has proved of immense benefit and advantage 
to the catalog houses. The postmaster general’s 
ruling classing advertising catalogs as books prof- 
ited one Chicago catalog house $4,000,000 in one 
year.” In closing Secretary Hitchcock urged the 
members to attend the National Convention, which 
is to be held this year in Boston. 


Gilbert on Co-operation 


Alfred C. Gilbert, president of the Mysto Mfg. 
Company, New Haven, then addressed the dealers 
on co-operation. Mr. Gilbert is a splendidly posted 
salesman in active charge of a successful business, 
and he possesses that rare ability of inoculating 
others with his selling enthusiasm. He said: “The 
badge of sanity is the ability to get together and 
co-operate. He told how in his own business ex- 
perience he had coached the selling force, and that 
he believed a manufacturer’s duty was only just 
begun when the goods were sold and put into the 
retail store. He said that last year his selling 
force was under orders to make no endeavors to 
sell goods between Nov. 15 and Dec. 25. In that 
period of time his entire selling force bent every 
energy to help the merchants in their territories 
sell the goods which had been purchased. These 
salesmen worked on displays, on signs, on news- 
paper advertisements, on imparting selling infor- 
mation to clerks, and in a hundred ways were of 
material assistance to their customers. The result 
was very gratifying. 

Co-operation a Hill-Climber 

“Chain stores,” he said, “seldom look for good 

merchants to drive out df business. In fact their 


system is entirely different. They look for large 
communities which are poorly served.” He re- 


ferred to the United Cigar Stores’ “thank you” as 
one little example of sensible training. He told 
the story of an $18,000 a year man who spent 
half a day teaching a telephone girl how to answer 
telephone calls. 


He said co-operation is a hill- 
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climber, equipped with a self-starter, and added 
that co-operation and enthusiasm participated in 
by every one in a business is a thing which makes 
a better day’s work, and a better day’s progress. 
He referred to co-operation as the magnet which 
holds trade, and said it was the thing to drive 
away the blues, and called it the life of big 
business. In closing Mr. Gilbert said co-operation 
is the infallible sign of success, and those who co- 
operate are the merchants who are not dodging 
shadows, but are overcoming life’s obstacles at a 
profit. 


Roy F. Soule on Think Tanks 


Roy F. Soule, editor of HARDWARE AGE, was the 
next speaker. His subject was “Think Tanks.” Mr. 
Soule is a believer in man’s ability to perform in 
direct proportion to the amount of thinking he 
does. However, he emphatically pointed out that 
thoughts which were not welded to action were not 
true thoughts at all. He used many practical exam- 
ples of the advantages of giving certain store prob- 
lems the benefit of one evening’s concentrated 
thought, and said that the man who burdened him- 
self with petty details was invariably the slave 
of small business rather than the master of big 
business. In closing his remarks Mr. Soule said, 
“during the past year we have seen Wall Street at 
various times controlled by a new dominating power. 
At times, the powers that be, in Wall Street, found 
themselves helpless in the hands of the multitude 
of small buyers from all over the country. It has 
not been easy to engineer and juggle a stock mar- 
ket with this element in it. 


The Gambling Spirit 


“The gambling spirit of the American people has 
not, and is not being confined to Wall Street. At 
the present time, and for several weeks past, there 
has been a strong buying movement in the hard- 
ware field. This buying movement is not by any 
manner of means confined to hardware, but we know 
it is there with a vengeance. The hardware jobbing 
business is booming, and hardware manufacturers 
dream of back orders whenever they have night- 
mares. Along in the month of July the whole hard- 
ware trade seemed to wake up to the fact that it was 
a good time to buy enough material in many lines 
to last for some time to come, and as that buying 
movement gained headway prices began bounding 
and rebounding until the barometer of trade looked 
like a jumping jack, but the movement was always 
upward. The present enormous business in hard- 
ware might be taken as a sign of great national 
prosperity to one who studied it only in certain 
localities, or from a manufacturer’s and jobber’s 
stocks alone, but the real truth of the matter is 
that the American hardware retailer is gambling. 
He has been and still is enjoying, with rare en- 
thusiasm, the excitement of speculative buying. 

“T have recently visited twenty States in the 
Union, and in every one of these States I have 
visited large numbers of retail hardware stores. In 
practically every store I have visited I find stocks 
of certain items crowding the ceilings of the ware- 
houses. The merchant has got the idea that prices 
are going on up, and those who bought early in this 
buying movement are congratulating themselves 
heartily, but the fact remains that their profits are 
still paper profits and they are gambling on the 
future. That the purchases they have made will 
ultimately prove a mighty profitable investment is 
my opinion, and I certainly hope that such will be 
the case, but the fact remains that outside of the 
great factory centers the consuming public is not 
buying at a rate much, if any, in excess of normal 
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years, and it will take time for the dealers who 
have stocked heavily to reap in reality the profit 
which looks so mighty good on paper. 

“T have noticed one other thing,-and that is that 
in the speculative buying movement comparatively 
few hardware merchants have stocked heavily of 
those many essentials which are made of copper 
and brass. These articles in the retail hardware 
stores of the country are low. 

“Many of the hardware stores I have visited are 
still selling goods at retail prices which are gaged 
on purchases made six months, or a year ago, and 
if there is one imperative need of action above 
another in the country at this time it is for dealers 
to re-mark their merchandise, basing their selling 
prices on to-day’s cost. 

“It is a time when every ounce of thinking mat- 
ter in a man’s anatomy should be on tap. It isa 
time when local thinking must adapt itself to State 
thoughts, and when conditions in various States are 
affected not only by the great happenings within 
the boundaries of our own nation, but by the effects 
of the catastrophe which has thrown the world’s 
morals and the world’s merchandising completely 
out of gear.” 


Winchester and Ford Pictures 


At five o’clock the. entire membership adjourned 
to the Princess Theatre where films of the Win- 
chester Repeating Arms Company and the Ford 
Automobile Company were shown. The making of 
firearms proved intensely interesting, and gave the 
dealers a broader conception of the activities of the 
great organization where so many firearms are 
made. The Ford picture showed the Ford tractor 
at work. This little tractor was about as active 
on the screen as pictures of the cartoonist’s mos- 
quito. It went up hills or into mud holes with 
such careless abandon that it seemed that after 
every new test, the wreck of the machine would 
be all that would emerge. The film showed the 
tractor running a wood-sawing machine, drawing 
heavily loaded farm wagons to market, pulling a 
binder and a gang of plows. This picture was par- 
ticularly instructive and convinced those who saw 
it that the small tractor will indeed replace the 
horse on the American farm in the days to come. 


The Question Box 


At 6:30 a Dutch lunch was provided in the grill 
room in the Bond Hotel, after which the Question 
Box occupied the balance of the evening. Bassett, 
Phelps, Ewald and Treat formed a Question Box 
quartette hard to beat. 

The most interesting question of the evening 
had to do with cement-coated nails. One dealer 
had contracted with a factory for a quantity of 
such nails, believing that he was to supply count 
kegs, while the manufacturer had the idea he should 
get weight kegs. It developed that not many dealers 
knew the difference between the count keg and the 
weight keg, and the discovery brought out the fact 
that when cement-coated nails first came on the 
market some genius discovered that a short length, 
lighter gage nail would, when cement coated, hold 
as securely as a regular size. The result was that 
nails were made from a gage to a gage-and-a- 
half lighter, and 3% in. shorter. These nails were 
then cement coated and count kegs originated. 
These count kegs contained as many nails as a keg 
of regular size nails, and served every purpose for 
the user. However, the number of nails in a count 


keg, while being equal to that in a weight keg 
actually weighed about 30 Ib. less, or about 70 Ib. 
to the keg. Gradually the count keg became quite 
The weight keg of to-day contains nails 


common. 
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of regular diameter and length. The count keg is 
made specially as already stated. 
Coated Nail Fakers 


Discussion on this subject in the lobby of the 
hotel later brought some interesting facts which 


‘should be known to the hardware trade as a whole. 


There are certain concerns in the United States 
which have taken advantage of this condition in 
cement-coated nails. Their action might well be 
called unscrupulous. These concerns have taken 
kegs of regular size nails, emptied their contents, 
cement-coated the nails, and then put back 70 Ib. 
of the original keg into the original container, 
have changed the labels on the head of the keg, 
and have sold these nails as count kegs. A keg 
of 4d box nails of this type marked to contain a 
certain number, was recently counted and was about 
20 per cent short. This is a system of faking 
which has taken advantage of the condition arising 
from a count keg, and is one which buyers of this 
product should watch. 


Will Not Affiliate with New England Hardware 
Association 


During the convention a committee was appointed 
to consider the possibilities of a closer relation 
with the Connecticut and New England Hardware 
Associations. Some of the dealers had an idea that 
more effective work could be done by a near amal- 
gamation of these associations, but after due con- 
sideration it was decided that the Connecticut mer- 
chants would continue in an independent associa- 
tion as heretofore. 


National President Barber Speaks 


At the closing session D. Fletcher Barber, presi- 
dent of the National Retail Hardware Association 
addressed the dealers on association problems. 
President Barber is one of the best-posted men 
in the East, and with the advantage of a broad 
traveling experience during the past year in his 
capacity as chief executive of the National Associa- 
tion, he brought to the dealers a sterling message. 
Naturally President Barber is very enthusiastic 
over the coming National Convention in Boston, and 
he extended a most urgent invitation to the Con- 
necticut dealers to attend in a body.

Financiers who filched funds from corporations by 
dubious and devious methods of “financiering’”’ are 
being forced to disgorge. 

We are reaching a higher level of financial moral- 
ity. 

Directors are learning they cannot play fast and 
loose with corporation treasuries. 

They are finding stockholders have some rights— 
and that the courts are disposed to uphold those 
rights. 

Financial gentlemen who make a specialty of re- 
organizing companies have also discovered of late 
that the rank and file of security holders can no 
longer be treated as “dumb, driven cattle.” 

“Protective committees” formerly too often pro- 
tected only special interests. To-day their plans are 
not always accepted meekly. More than one com- 
mittee during recent months has had to recast its 
schemes in order to placate those not in the inner 
circle. 

All this reformation is healthy, helpful and in- 
spiring. 

It will lead to greater confidence in American in- 
vestments—and in American financiers. 

It will result in a squarer deal all round. 

“Restitution” has an awfully ugly sound in finan- 
cial ears. It is so suggestive of theft. 

Not many more examples should be necessary to 
effect the desired end. 

To stir stink holes is not a pleasant task, but it is 
sometimes necessary to do so in order to eliminate 
them and prevent others from forming.—B. C.

Gasoline Inquiry Will Be Expedited

ASHINGTON, March 3.—lInvestigation by the 
Federal Trade Commission of the increase 
in the cost of gasoline will be speeded up. A re- 
port will be made within two or three weeks. 
Joseph E. Davies, chairman of the commission, 
made this announcement to-night, following re- 
quests by Congressmen that the inquiry be expe- 
dited. 7 
Chairman Davies announced the appointment of 
Lewis E, Haney of Austin, Tex., as chief counsel in 
charge of the investigation. He said Mr. Haney 
will be aided by a corps of experts and that every- 
thing possible will be done to hurry the inquiry. 
All complaints to the Department of Justice re- 
garding the rise in price of gasoline have been re- 
ferred to the Federal Trade Commission. Commis- 
sioner William J. Harris, who has been in active 
charge of the inquiry, recently announced that 
about three months would be required to complete 
a report. Members of the California delegation 
and other Congressmen threatened to call for a Con- 
gressional investigation if the commission did not 
give assurances that a report would be made within 
a few weeks.—New York Amcrican. 


An Exhibit of Samples 


E C. PORTER, agent in charge of the New York 
e office of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, has announced that the new sample ex- 
hibit room has been opened in the Custom House. 
It is expected to prove an important factor in the 
work of the local office. 

The first collection of samples to be shown con- 
sists of hardware and kindred lines representing 
the types that English, French, German and other 
foreign manufacturers have been selling in various 
markets throughout the world. The room will be 
under the charge of Commercial Agent P. J. Steven- 
son, who has been supervising the work of classify- 
ing the samples and securing the necessary infor- 
mation. 

Approximately $5,000 has been spent in securing 
these samples, which include the.following groups of 
hardware lines. Agricultural tools, cutlery, sporting 
goods, general tools, builders’ hardware, harness, 
hardware, marine hardware and household utensils. 
They come from England, Russia, Holland, the Scan- 
dinavian countries, Brazil, Peru, Bolivia and Uru- 
guay. In addition, other sets of samples came from 
France, Italy, Spain, Portugal, Belgium, Argentina, 
Chile and China. Commercial attachés are also gath- 
ering samples in Japan and Australia which will be 
added to the collection as soon as possible.-—New 
York Times.

Dye Famine to Hit Stiff Black Hats 


A BIG shortage in dyes is giving grave concern to 

hat manufacturers in Orange, N. J. Prices 
in some instances have risen about 500 per cent. 
Some hats are now being manufactured in the natu- 
ral colors of the furs, but makers. have artfully com- 
bined contrasting ribbons with the natural colors. 

The manufacturers are able to get white, slate, 
pearl and steel color by different blendings of the 
furs. Makers of stiff hats are especially handi- 
capped because the natural colors do not blend 
themselves readily to that style of hat. 

If the shortage continues black stiff. hats may 
disappear from the market.—New York American. 
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London and New York 


7 is possible that New York may become the 
financial center of the world in the narrower 
sense of the word without replacing London in the 
handling of commercial transactions between other 
markets. London’s proximity to the money centers 
of the Continent has been a factor in gaining for 
England the primacy which the sterling bill has 
long enjoyed. That is a factor which will always 
stand in London’s favor in respect to the rest of 
Europe. The fact that British ports have been the 
meeting points of trade routes from all parts of the 
world is another advantage which England has en- 
joyed, and may continue to enjoy, although pre- 
sumably to a less extent than in the past. Even 
greater shifts in the courses of trade than the war, 
or any brief time after the war, is likely to bring 
about will be needed to give New York the com- 
manding position in this respect which London has 
enjoyed. But we may become the center of the 
world’s capital market without depriving London 
of all phases of her supremacy in international 
financial and commercial relations. America as the 
great creditor nation of near-by years may come 
to supply London with much of the capital through 
which that metropolis may continue to give effect to 
her natural advantages enlarged by the trade habits 
of generations and not easily to be curtailed even 
by so violent a convulsion as this.—The Annalist.

Farm Products Higher 


ogame farm prices of the principal crops showed 

a very substantial increase in January. The 
Bureau of Crop Estimates reports that the general 
level of prices paid to producers in that month in- 
creased about 8.4 per cent, as compared with De- 
cember, whereas the normal January increase is 
approximately 3.2 per cent. The index price was 
0.4 per cent lower on Feb. 1 than on the same date 
last year, but 5.9 per cent higher than two years 
ago, and 9 per cent higher than the average price 
on that date for the last eight years.

Germany Soon to Restrict Imports 


ERLIN, Feb. 20.—“In a short time the Imperial 
Government will issue a decree regarding our 
foreign trade, limiting imports to indispensable 
articles and aiming to stimulate the export of goods 
we do not need.” 

This statement was made by Dr. Reinhold Sydow, 
Prussian Minister of Commerce, in the Diet yester- 
day.

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KLECTRICAL FACTS THE HARDWARE 
DEALER SHOULD KNOW 


Technical Education Not Necessary to the Selling of Electrical 
Appliances

HEN electrical household apparatus was 
W first introduced, few hardware men would 
handle it because they felt that they were 
not electricians and the less they had to do with so 
mysterious a thing as electricity the better. This 
feeling has now, however, completely disappeared. 
Personal experience with the goods has shown that 
a technical education is not necessary either to use 
or to sell them, and as a result electrical appliances 
are being carried by hardware stores wherever 
electric current is available. 

But it must not be forgotten that there is more 
to an electric iron or fan than to the old-fashioned 
kind, and that there are opportunities for giving 
trouble to customers by selling them apparatus not 
suited to their requirements. Hence every hard- 
ware man handling devices operated from the elec- 
tric lighting circuit should be familiar with a few 
fundamental facts about electricity, because these 
facts have a decided effect on the service he can 
render. 


Direct and Alternating Currents 


To begin with, there are several different vari- 
eties of electric current. One lighting plant may 
furnish one kind, and the neighboring plant quite 
a different kind. The importance of this point lies 
in the fact that certain appliances are designed for 
one kind of current and cannot be operated on an- 
other. Unfortunately there is no standard current 
to-day and many hardware stores will have at least 
two kinds in their territory. The electrical sales- 
man can be depended upon to supply the proper 
apparatus for the territory, but it is up to the hard- 
ware man to know which kind to sell each customer, 
or his electrical business will not last long. The 
first step, therefore, in opening an electrical de- 
partment is to indicate on a map of the district the 
territory served by the various electrical systems 
so that the kind of current each customer is get- 
ting can be readily determined. This information 
can be easily obtained from the lighting plant. The 
following points are the ones to be given special at- 
tention. 

Direct Current 


The two main divisions of electricity are, direct 
current, known as d.c., and alternating current, 
known as a.c. Direct current flows continuously in 
one direction like a river. It was the first to be de- 
veloped so that direct current is found to-day in 
the large cities where the earliest plants were es- 
tablished. It is also in some respects the more 


satisfactory kind where current is to be transmit- 
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ted short distances only, so that small private 
plants for hotels, office buildings, factories, etc., are 
apt to be d.c. 

Alternating Current 


Alternating current flows first in one direction 
and then reverses, changing its direction many 
times a second. It was developed about twenty-five 
years ago, and being especially suitable for trans- 
mission over long distances, practically every cen- 
tral lighting plant built since 1895 supplies alter- 
nating current. Hence, there is some electrical con- 
fusion. Many large cities have direct current in 
the business districts and alternating current in 
the suburbs; other cities which are supplied 
throughout with alternating current from the light- 
ing plant have many buildings using direct cur- 
rent. A customer buying a fan may need an al- 
ternating current one for his home and a direct 
current one for his office. Obviously the hard- 
ware man must know these distinctions and be 
prepared to supply the right type of apparatus. 

Secondly, both direct and alternating current cir- 
cuits vary as to voltage. The voltage of current 
corresponds to the pressure of water or steam— it. 
may be said to be the pressure at which the current. 
is forced through the wire. Practically all electric 
lighting circuits in buildings operate at a voltage 
of from 100 to 125 volts, but in a few exceptional 
cases voltages between 200 and 250 are used. 

Finally, alternating current circuits vary as to 
cycles or “frequency.” This term refers to the 
number of alterations made in the direction of the 
current per second. Sixty cycles is a well-nigh uni- 
versal standard, but any frequency from 25 to 133 
may be encountered. Direct current has no cycles 
since the direction of its current does not change. 

To sum these differences up, direct-current cir- 
cuits may vary in voltage; alternating-current cir- 
cuits, in voltage and cycles. The two most fre- 
quently met are 110-volt d.c., and 110-volt, 60-cycle 
a.c.; and of these two the alternating current cir- 
cuit is by far the most common. Now let us con- 
sider how these differences affect the electrical 
goods ordinarily handled by the hardware man. 


Heating Apparatus 


Heating apparatus includes irons, toasters, table 
stoves and grills, radiators, curling irons, coffee 
percolators, ranges, etc. These devices can be used 
equally well on either direct or alternating current. 
The kind of current makes no difference, nor does 
the number of cycles of alternating current. But 
heating apparatus is affected by differences in volt- 
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age. A 110-volt iron will promptly burn out on a 
220-volt circuit; and a 220-volt iron will not heat 
up on a 110-volt circuit. 

Moreover, though 110 volts is the standard low 
voltage, any voltage between 100 and 125 may be in 
use. Some heating appliances are designed to op- 
erate over this entire range, but others are rated 
for from 100 to 115, and from 116 to 125; with 
still others the allowable ranges are from 100 to 
107, 108 to 115, and 116 to 125. These ranges are 
always stamped on the apparatus. As a matter of 
fact, no great harm will result from operating a 
110-volt iron or stove on any voltage between 100 
and 125; but if the voltage is much too high, the 
appliance will tend to become too hot, its life will 
be shortened, and the manufacturer’s guarantee 
will not apply. If operated on too low a voltage, it 
will be sluggish and take a long time to heat up to 
the proper temperature. 


Fans and Other Small Motor-Driven Devices 


Among the appliances driven by small motors 
handled by hardware dealers are: fans, polishing 
and grinding lathes, vacuum cleaners, washing ma- 
chines, sewing machine motors, etc. 

In contrast to heating apparatus, direct-current 
motors cannot be operated on alternating-current 
circuits, and vice versa. There are, it is true, fans 
and vacuum cleaners designed for operation on both 
kinds of current, using the so-called “universal 
motor,” but this type is not in common use. This 
is a point that must be watched carefully, espe- 
cially with fans and vacuum cleaners which may be 
bought for either home or office use; for remem- 
ber, cities with direct current in the business sec- 
tion are apt to have alternating current in the sub- 
urbs, while there are always buildings using direct 
current in cities supplied generally with alternating 
current by the central lighting plant. In conse- 
quence, both alternating current and direct current 
fans, vacuum cleaners, etc., must be carried in stock 
by most hardware stores. 

Like heating apparatus, 110-volt motors cannot 
be operated on 220-volt circuits, nor 220-volt mo- 
tors on 110-volt circuits. But small differences in 
voltage do not matter. Hence a 110-volt motor can 
be used on any voltage between 100 and 125. 

The cycles of alternating current also affect the 
operation of motors. The standard cycle ratings 
of motors are 25, 40, 60 and 133. <A 60-cycle motor 
can be operated on circuits ranging from 50 to 70 
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cycles, and most alternating lighting circuits lie 


within these limits. But higher and lower fre- 
quencies are used in some localities and specially 
designed motors must be used on them. 

The following table summarizes these points:

A distinction is made by the underwriters be- 
tween appliances that can be connected to the lamp 
socket and those that require special circuits. This 
distinction is based on the amount, “amperes” of 
current taken by the device. For 110-volt circuits, 
5 amp. is the maximum limit for lamp-socket con- 
nection; and for 220-volt circuits, 24% amp. The 
ampere capacity of each device is stamped on it. 
Practically all domestic appliances can be oper- 
ated from the lamp socket except large radiators, 
hot plates, and ranges. The distinction is shown 
in practice by the manufacturer providing an at- 
tachment plug with devices of small current con- 
sumption and leaving the connecting wires bare 
with those taking large amounts. These latter must 
be installed by an electrician.

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The Importance of Collections 


HERE is not much use in going to all the 
T trouble and expense of selling goods 
if you do not get your money for them 
afterward. This would seem to be as simple 
a proposition as that two and two make four, 
“not sometimes,” as the Thinking Machine 
said, “but all the time.” And yet the impor- 
tance of being a good collector is one of the 
things least understood and appreciated by 
the average dealer. Worse than that, it is 
the one great cause of failure among most of 
the retailers who go to the wall. Whenever 
the amount of money that a dealer has due 
him assumes an undue proportion to the 
amount of his merchandise stock on hand, or 
the sum total of his available liquid assets, 
then that dealer is in danger of hell fire in 
the shape of being headed straight for the 
financial bone yard of bankruptcy. Poor col- 
lections mean inability to meet your own 
bills which are coming due and inability like- 
wise to take advantage of those cash dis- 
counts which are a profit in themselves. It 
means also that your credit is impaired and 
that you cannot buy to as good advantage as 
if you met your obligations promptly. 
Credit in business is much the same as a 
woman’s good name in social life. It is some- 
thing you cannot afford even to talk about, 
nor to doubt, nor to suspect unless you want 
immediately to impair its worth to its owner. 
There is no kind of buying ability on the 
part of the buyer in the way of schemes, or 
pretty talk, or personal influence, that stacks 
up in effectiveness in the way of getting low 
prices and good service as the ability and 
habit of paying cash and paying your bills 
when due. Then, too, there is much virtue 
in possessing peace of mind and not having 
to walk the floor at nights wondering where 
the money is to come from to meet pressing 
obligations and to keep the business going. 
Poor collections mean likewise an additional 
expense, for they represent so much money 
lying idle when it should be employed in the 
business. Now all these things seem obvious 
enough and as plain as the road to market. 
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Why then is it that a good collector among 
dealers in general is about as lonely as a spar- 
row on a house top and a lodge in a garden 
of cucumbers? Of course there are so-called 
reasons for such a state of affairs, but when 
you simmer them down and analyze them 
carefully and cold-bloodedly about 99 4/10 
per cent of them are not reasons at all but 
merely excuses, side-stepping, and evasions. 
One dealer says he is too busy. There is a 
parable in the New Testament about a much 
beloved woman who was so busy doing all 
sorts of dinky little household jobs that she 
was neglecting the real main purposes of 
life. Any dealer who is too busy to collect 
money that is owing him is living in a fool’s 
paradise, and had better put brakes on some 
of his other activities and get his financial 
house in order. 


It is the easiest thing in the world to be 
distracted by little duties that seem to claim 
one’s attention and that unfortunately do so 
to the neglect of the weightier matters of the 
law. There are excuses likewise of indiffer- 
ence and a lack of realization of the supreme 
importance of constant, ceaseless keeping on 
the job. But commonest of all and worst of 
all is the plain lack of moral courage that 
fears to ask a customer for money due lest he 
be offended and deal elsewhere. It is a fatally 
mistaken point of view, even though it be 
more or less a natural one. No customer’s 
trade is worth having or keeping when that 
customer fails to pay his bills with reason- 
able promptness. It is easy enough to say 
in such cases that the customer is all right 
and will settle up in time. There is enough 
proportion of just such customers who never 
pay in full or else never pay at all to make 
so much of the retail business the unprofit- 
able thing that it so frequently is. Moreover 
a dealer who is a poor collector rarely keeps 
the respect of the slow paying customer. 


Rather he is looked upon as “easy,” and his 
good nature and lack of moral courage are 
imposed upon accordingly, while the dealer 
who demands his money and insists upon 
having it, simply because it is due, generally 
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gets not only it but likewise the respect that 
is always accorded the man who knows his 
rights and fearlessly maintains them. For 
deep down in his heart, despite often much 
bluster and pretended indignation, the cus- 
tomer knows that he is wrong and that the 
dealer is right since every legal and moral 
obligation is on the side of the latter. There 
are times when customers must be carried 
and when it is both good business and better 
humanity to do so. There are all sorts and 
kinds of ways of collecting money and of so 
doing without giving offense. 

But the dealer who fails to make close col- 
lecting one of his essential and unchanging 
policies is headed straight either toward an 
unprofitable business or else entire failure. 


Vigilance and Discretion 


ANUFACTURERS and_ distributors 
whose provision and business acu- 
men have enabled them to fill ware- 

houses and otherwise anticipate wants with 
responsible manufacturers, should reap 
large profits during the present upward 
movement. One jobber says that his avail- 
able stock exceeds by $1,000,000 what it was 
a year ago, and similar cases are not rare. 

The unheeding, making large unexpected 
gains and living in a fool’s paradise, will 
spend liberally for creature comforts, as 
though, like the brook, present conditions will 
go on forever. 

Others, emulating the keen, experienced 
head of the leading plant of its kind, who 
has been for nearly two decades president of 
the company, commenting on the. editorial 
“Foresight vs. Hindsight” in HARDWARE AGE 
Feb. 17, say: “There is no question about 
it, this is the time when all of us want to be 
careful not to lose our heads, as later on we 
might lose our sales, although trade condi- 
tions through which we are now passing are 
such that none of us who has come into 
business since the rebellion has ever had a 
similar experience. This is a seller’s market, 
and the seller must make money now, be- 
cause when the war stops, be it six months 
or six years, prices will fall with tremendous 
rapidity, and while it may be true that the 
purchasers will not lose appreciably on their 
contracts, yet think of the inflated values of 
inventories which will have to be written off ; 
therefore, the apparent profits being made 
now will shrink wonderfully during this 
process.” 

Readers will appraise for themselves the 
value of these utterances, but needle-witted 
persons will conserve their financial re- 
sources and curb extravagant habits, which, 
when the pinch comes, will be troublesome. 
Level-headed prosperous individuals, per- 









haps previously singed, may ease up a bit in 
economies and moderately let out a link in 
disbursements, without becoming swollen. 
Unusual profits, banked or sanely invested, 
will be comforting later to tide over shrink- 
ages sure to come. 

There are executives handling enormous 
war orders, besides large domestic business, 
who have no illusions about the time when 
our business pendulum will swing the other 
way. They are incessantly studying condi- 
tions and perfecting arrangements for mar- 
keting, now and hereafter, an even greater 
proportion of output outside the U. S. A. 
This is particularly true of one company in 
Central New York, with resources in 1914 of 
nearly $150,000,000, and much greater now, 
despite the phrase coined years ago by a 
United States senator later a justice of the 
United States Supreme Court: “What have 
we to do with abroad?” 

Clever industrial leaders are organizing so 
as not to be caught napping. There will be 
huge equipment and large labor forces on 
hand when war trade slackens, and naturally 
these managers are reluctant to needlessly 
scrap over much. The provident are culti- 
vating foreign consuming markets, well out- 
side our own boundaries, from which to se- 
cure new business that will keep highly spe- 
cialized capacity profitably employed. We 
need not delude ourselves as to the intensity 
of future foreign competition in a contest 
with long-time adepts at exporting. Besides, 
our hitherto largest customers in Europe will 
have much less to buy with and are now agi- 
tating for protective tariffs, where previously 
there was free trade; Great Britain for one.

Merchant Plays Up Advertised Goods in Interesting Ad 


Giving the Leaders a Leading Position 


No. 1 (2 cols. x 1334 in.) —The Sam’! Hill Hard- 
ware Company of Prescott, Ariz., sends us this ad, 
which comes out solidly for advertised goods. The 
heading is particularly apt, expressing the subject 
of the ad clearly as well as focusing interest on ad- 
vertised goods. The trademark reproductions are 
a distinctive feature of the announcement: they 
make a picture of the story and enable the reader 
to grasp more quickly the fact that the store spe- 
cializes on selling well-known brands. The copy 
throughout is excellent, but the writer lost his 
chance to boost the store as well as trademarked 
goods, in the first paragraph. He should have writ- 
ten it thus: “Your interests are doubly protected 
when you buy from us goods which are,” etc. The 
hardware merchant is fast realizing that it is better 
to sell twice at a smaller profit than once at a larger 
margin.

Our daily ads are 
confined to our regular lines, but in our specials we 
always use goods that will not interfere with the 
regular lines.” This is an effective ad from start to 
finish. The opening talk makes it clear that the 
bargains offered are real ones and the point made 
greatly increases the ad’s pulling power. The items 


are nicely arranged and the illustrations clear and 
well drawn. 


Two other elements contribute to the 





ad’s effectiveness: the time limit, prominently dis- 
played, and the quoting of comparative values. Al- 
though people are doing more personal judging of 
values than ever before, they like to know the value 
made by the store. The Newman Company sells 
for cash and redeems the “cash checks” at 5 per 
cent in cash or goods when the customer returns 
$10 worth. 


Attractive Small Space Special 


No. 4 (2 cols. x 6 in.) ——The Callender Hardware 
Company, Angola, Ind., sends us this ad, asking 
for our criticism on several points. The Callender 
Company is striving for uniformity and distinctive- 
ness in its ads. They have placed the firm name 
in the center of the ad as will be noted and oppo- 
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site on each side, Saturday Specials, and ask our 
opinion of the innovation. We think the Saturday 
Special idea fine and it will fast become a habit on 
the part of the reader to look for these specials. 
As to placing the firm name in the center of the ad, 
we would advise caution. In some instances, it 
works out all right, but there is always the danger 
of it being buried, with the result that the reader 
glancing through the newspaper eventually begins 
to believe you a non-advertiser. If the signature 
is made sufficiently bold, placing it in the center 
is safe enough, but it is better practice to place it 
at the bottom of the ad, where since time imme- 
morial people have been accustomed to look for it. 
We think in this particular ad, it would have ap- 
peared to better advantage at the close of the copy. 
The Saturday Special idea will give the signature 
sufficient distinctiveness without placing it in the

Trade Conditions and Iron, 


Steel and Hardware Prices 





There seems to be no limit to the advances 
in prices on nearly all kinds of finished iron 
and steel, and also on raw materials, such as 
pig iron, Bessemer and open-hearth billets 
and coke. The mills disclaim absolutely that 
they are responsible in any way for the sen- 
sational advances in prices that have taken 
place in the last two or three months, insist- 
ing that the customers themselves are re- 
sponsible, as they are putting up the mar- 
ket very rapidly by bidding for material to 
be rolled in the last half of the year. 

Reports from the hardware trade are that

it is sharing fully in the great prosperity in 
the steel trade. Orders are coming at a heavy 
rate, prices are strong and the hardware 
trade is enjoying one of the most prosperous 
periods in its history. Retail hardware deal- 
ers are buying goods freely, believing that 
prices are bound to be higher and that they 
will realize large profits. On some lines of 
goods there is a decided scarcity in supply, 
notably in nuts and bolts and wire products, 
and deliveries from the jobbers to the retail- 
ers and from the mills to the jobbers are very 
much delayed.

HERE seems to be no limit to the advances in prices 
on nearly all kinds of finished iron and steel, and 
also on raw materials, such as pig iron, Bessemer and 
open-hearth billets and coke. The mills disclaim abso- 
lutely that they are responsible in any way for the 
sensational advances in prices that have taken place in 
the last two or three months, insisting that the cus- 
tomers themselves are responsible, as they are putting 
up the market very rapidly by bidding for material 
to be rolled in the last half of the year. In the past 
week or so there have been advances in prices on 
Bessemer iron of at least 50c. a ton, and on nearly all 
lines of finished iron and steel from $2 up to $5, and 
on cold-rolled strip steel close to $10 per ton. As 
stated before, prices do not have the slightest effect in 
in curtailing demand, but, on the contrary, seem to 
increase it. The steel mills are filled up for months 
ahead and cannot see daylight. They are back in de- 
liveries anywhere from six weeks to four or five 
months, and on some lines of finished products, notably 
plates, shapes, steel bars, wire products and other ma- 
terials, they are sold up for six months or more ahead. 
Consumers are in a serious quandary, not knowing 
whether to take chances and place contracts for ma- 
terial at the very high prices ruling or hold off and 
thus not be able to get rolling space in the schedules 
of the mills for the last half of the year. The rail- 
roads are thoroughly alarmed and are rushing to cover 
their needs of steel cars, locomotives and steel rails 
for delivery ahead, and have placed heavy orders for 
these products in the last four or five weeks. It is a 
curious fact that at the present time Bessemer steel 
rails, which cost more to roll than Bessemer billets, are 
selling at $28 per ton, while Bessemer billets would 
probably sell for prompt delivery at close to $40 a ton. 
This comes about from the fact that for about 10 years 
the price of Bessemer and open-hearth rails have been 
unchanged, and there have been times when Bessemer 
billets were selling $10 to $12 a ton under the price 
of rails, but this has not occurred in very recent years. 
There has been a very heavy buying movement in 
pig iron, and also in steel-making scrap. 
New contracts for steel rails have been heavy, the 
railroads trying to cover as far into 1917 as they can. 
Reports from the hardware trade are that it is 
sharing fully in the great prosperity in the steel trade. 
Orders are coming in at a heavy rate, prices are strong 
and the hardware trade is enjoying one of the most 
prosperous periods in its history. Retail hardware 
dealers are buying goods freely, believing that prices 
are bound to be higher and that they will realize large 
profits. On some lines of goods there is a decided 
scarcity in supply, notably in nuts and bolts and wire 
products, and deliveries from the jobbers to the retail-

ers and from the mills to the jobbers are very much 
delayed. 


WIRE NAILs.—In this report last week it was stated 
that there would likely be an advance in wire nails 
about March 1. The advance took place effective from 
Feb. 29, and was $2 per ton, putting wire nails at 
$2.40 base per keg, the highest price reached in many 
years. . Local wire nail mills say they are sold up 
for four or five months and are not going after new 
orders very actively. Export demand continues heavy 
and prices are very strong. It is predicted that wire 
nails will be $3 per keg or higher within the next three 
or four months. 


We quote on new orders, wire nails in large lots to jobbers, 
$2.40 base; in carload lots to retailers, $2.45 base; less n 
carload lots, $2.50 to $2.55; galvanized nails, 1 in. and longer, 
$2.00 extra; shorter than 1 in., $2.50 extra. 

CuT NAILs.—To meet the advance in wire nails, mak- 
ers of cut nails have also raised prices 10c. per keg 
and are now quoting $2.30 to $2.35 in carloads to job- 
bers. The demand is heavy and the output of cut nails 
is being shipped by the mills as fast as made. 

We quote cut nails, $2.35 to $2.50 per keg in carloads and 
larger lots to jobbers; carloads to retailers, $2.35 to $2.40 
f,o.b. Pittsburgh, terms sixty days or 2 per cent off for cash 
in ten days, freight added to point of delivery. 

BARB WIRE.—Prices have again been advanced $2 
per ton, putting galvanized barb wire at $3.25, the 
highest price reached in many years. The demand is 
abnormally heavy and premiums of $5 and more are. 
freely offered for quick deliveries, but without getting 
them. Mills are sold up for months ahead and on the 
heavy export inquiries that are constantly being re- 
ceived here local mills cannot quote, as they have no 
wire to spare over the next four or five months. We 
have advanced prices $2 per ton, effective from Feb. 29. 

Prices quoted by the mills to the large trade only, on 
which shipment would probably not made for three or 
four months, are as follows: Plain annealed wire, $2.25: 
galvanized barb wire and fence staples, $3.25; painted barb 
wire, $2.55; polished fence staples, $2.55 ; cement coated nails, 
$2.30 base, all f.0.b. Pittsburgh, with freight added to point of 
delivery, terms 60 days, net, less 2 per cent off for cash in 
10 days. Discounts on woven wire fencing are one point 
lower and are now quoted at 61% per cent off list for carload 
lots; 60% per cent for 1000-rod lots, and 59% per cent for 
small lots, f.o.b. Pittsburgh. 

FENCE WIRE.—Conditions in this trade are the same 
as in barb wire. The demand is abnormally heavy and 
mills are sold up for months ahead. On export in- 
quiries local mills are not quoting, as they have no 
wire to spare. 


TIN PLATE.—Specifications against contracts are 
enormously heavy, and tin plate mills are running to 
100 per cent of capacity and have actual orders on 
their books to take their entire output for the next 
six months or more. New inquiries are active and a 
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good deal of tin plate is yet to be sold for delivery in 
last half of the year and consumers who are not fully 
covered will have to pay the full price of $4 per base 
box or more. 

We quote 14 x 20 coke plates at $4 per base box, and 200- 
Ib. base, common ternes, 8-lb. coating, at $6.90 to $7 per box. 

SHEETS.—Prices on nearly all grades of sheets have 
again been advanced about $2 a ton, the minimum price 
of the American Sheet & Tin Plate Company on box 
annealed, cold-rolled sheets being 2.75c. and on blue 
annealed sheets, Nos. 9 and 10 gage, the same. Spelter 
is going up again and prices on galvanized sheets are 
strong. Makers’ prices for mill shipments on sheets, 
of U. S. standard gage, in carload and larger lots, on 
which jobbers charge the usual advance for small lots 
from store, are as follows, f.o.b.

IRON AND STEEL Bars.—The mills making iron and 
steel bars are congested with orders and sold up for 
four or five months or longer. The large steel bar mills 
are still quoting nominally 2.25c. on steel bars for such 
deliveries as they can make, which would be in four or 
five months, but on iron bars mills can make deliveries in 
two to three months. Steel bars for prompt delivery 
readily bring 2.50c. and on small lots from warehouse 
2.75c. and up to 3c. 

We quote steel bars at 2.25c. for delivery in third and 
fourth guarters, in: 2.50c. to 2.75c. for delivery in four to 
five wee’s. Prices from warehouse range from 2.75c. up, 
dependin y on quantity.

WROUGHT PIPE.—Prices have again been advanced, 
ranging from $2 to $6 per ton.

of $4 a ton. Discounts on iron and steel galvanized 
pipe were lowered two points or an advance of $4.

RDERS are coming in as freely as ever and ap- 
parently are not diminished by increases in price— 
rather the reverse, if anything—although as commod- 
ities go higher their use is often restricted. Reckless 
advances are generally found to react injuriously, but 
the primary responsibility for excessive advancement 
begins with the producers of so-called raw or semi-fin- 
ished materials. The manufacturer of finished mer- 
chandise, dependent on others for materials and 
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5 to 10 per cent, water well casing one point, or $2, 
line pipe up to 13-in., $2, and over 13-in., $4 per ton. 
The pipe mills are running to 100 per cent of capacity 
and have actual orders on their books for the next 
three or four months. The following are the jobbers’ 
carload discounts on the Pittsburgh basing card in 
effect from Feb. 29, 1916, on black and galvanized steel 
and iron pipe, all full weight:

NuTS AND BOLTs.—Prices are very strong and liable 
to advance again at any time. Makers are sold up for 
three or four months and are very much back in de- 
liveries. They state that the steel bar mills are fall- 
ing down in deliveries on bars and it is very hard to 
get steel. Discounts in effect at this writing, which 
are said to be for prompt acceptance only, are as fol- 
lows:

harassed by the scarcity of skilled labor, even at high 
wages, has no alternative but to follow suit. 

Even then there are clear-headed managers who have 
advanced but little, if at all, whenever material and 
labor charges do not absolutely compel it, believing that 
ultimately their judgment will be justified. When ex- 
ceptionally high prices prevail they realize that there 
is a temptation, often ill-judged but still a fact, to start 
a hunt by customers for inferior articles that may 
serve; and the runaways frequently never come back. 

There are sales managers who fear a famine in 
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merchandise as the season progresses and to some ex- 
tent it is so now, with prospects of more to come. The 
difficulty is to obtain wanted goods and persuade manu- 
facturers to accept orders. One merchant says it 
worries him to look over back orders and referred casu- 
ally to specifications for 1000 gross of egg beaters, 300 
gross of curling irons, 300 gross can openers, etc., he 
dared not accept. These items are not remarkable, but 
serve as illustrations. 

A manufacturer of a staple line of spring and sum- 
mer goods says that their sales show 27 per cent gain 
for the season’s business, in face of new competition 
which claims to have sold 60,000 doz. of a particular 
line. This statement relates to a non-speculative group 
in which merchants are always reluctant to carry much 
or any of it over, owing to deterioration of articles made 
wholly of wood and metal, because sometimes the finish 
dulls, the grain of the wood raises and handles shrink 
and loosen. 

Wire Naiis.—The scarcity in nails is increasing. 
One inquiry for up to 50 carloads was returned by a 
representative house without quotations, because it had 
enough to do in getting sufficient nails to supply its 
own regular trade. One merchant has about 50 cars 
loaded with nails actually on the rails, either routed 
direct to customer or way-billed to him in New York, 
but where they are or when they will arrive is uncer- 
tain. He was never so annoyed because of delayed 
transportation in this and his other lines in car lots. 


Following the mill advance Feb. 29 of $2.00 per ton, wire 
nails, in store, are now $2.80 per keg, and carted by the 
jobber $2.85 per keg base. 


CuT NAILS.—One manufacturer of cut nails has noti- 
fied his representative to send him no more orders for 
nails as he has on hand more requisitions than can be 
properly handled, and he finds it difficult to get labor. 
There is also trouble in getting raw material and after 
it is shipped there is no telling when it will arrive. 
Some exporters of cut nails have all the foreign orders 
they can handle even at the advance. 


Cut nails, in store, are $2.80 per keg, and carted by the 
jobber $2.85 base per keg. 


NAVAL STORES.—The naval stores market continues 
very easy and business on both spirits of turpentine 
and rosins is quiet. What has long injuriously affected 
trade in these goods is the fact that Germany’s busi- 
ness was about the largest in antebellum days, little if 
any of which is getting in there now. Then steamer 
space to other foreign countries which would take sup- 
plies is scarce and freight rates practically prohibitive, 
all of which cuts off the bulk of what could be sold 
otherwise. 


Spot turpentine, in yard, is steady at 53c. per gal. 
Rosins, in yard, common to good strained, on the basis of 
280 lb. per bbl, is $5.40, and D grade the same price. 


WINbDow GLASs.—There have been few recent changes 
worth mentioning. The main hindrance to more busi- 
ness is getting the goods. One house has from 5000 
to 7000 boxes in transit long overdue. The demand is 
good but jobbers and the large consuming trade have 
very inadequate stocks. Polished plate window glass 
is firm at 90 per cent discount; three or four months 
ago prices ranged from 90 and 30 to 90 and 40 per cent 
and even 90 and 40 and 10 per cent off. 

In window glass, current quotations from jobbers are 
AA picture glass 80 and 20 per cent; A, single and 
double thick, 90 per cent; B, single thick, first three 
brackets, 90 and 15 to 90 and 20 per cent and the other 
brackets 89 to 90 per cent discount, according to fac- 
tory and quality; B, double thick, all brackets, 90 and 
10 per cent discount. There is a pronounced stiffening 
in the price on A quality, both single and double thick, 
which is much scarcer. 

LINSEED O1L.—Owing to prevailing conditions many

HE attention of the trade is centered now on the 
T sharp advances in prices that have been made on 
practically every hardware article. The retail mer- 
chants have comparatively small stocks and from pres- 
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sellers, especially crushers, prefer to trade in small 
quantities. The obvious cause is the uncertainty in 


costs. While this does not necessarily portend a higher 
market, it seems as though conditions governing the 
cost of production will force prices upward. The con- 
sumption of linseed oil required as a constituent in 
large manufactures, is going along at a good pace, but 
for miscellaneous consumption, such as painting, be- 
cause of unseasonableness, the demand is moderate in 
a steady market. 


Linseed oil, raw, city brands, in lots of 5 or more bbl. is 
78c., and less than 5 bbl. 79c. per gal. 

State and Western oil, raw, ranges from 77 to 78c. per 
gal., according to the seller, and, it is said, is not being 
offered freely in round lots at quoted prices. 


PICKS AND MATTOcKs.—An advance of 5 per cent in 
picks and mattocks was made, following a previous 
advance of about 10 per cent, the market for average 
orders ranging at approximately 75 per cent discount. 


HALTERS AND Ropes.—E. T. Rugg & Co., Newark, 
Ohio, manufacturing halters, ropes, etc., have recently 
withdrawn all prices applying to their lines of sisal, 
jute, cotton and Manila hemp ties and halters, because 
of continued advances in the raw material used in these 
goods. New prices were soon to be announced. 


BRIGHT WIRE Goops.—The advance in bright wire 
goods recently made is equivalent to 10 and 5 per cent, 
the current discount quoted for the general run of or- 
ders being 90 and 10 per cent. 


Co—ES WRENCHES.—The Coes Wrench Company, 
Worcester, Mass., has advanced its lines of wrenches, 
all kinds and all sizes, 10 per cent. Similar action has 
also been taken by some of the other manufacturers of 
like goods. The market for medium quantities, based 
on previous quotations, it is expected, will advance to 
40 and 10 per cent east of Denver and 40 per cent 
discount west of Denver. 


Rope.—The cordage situation remains about the 
same. Some manufacturers are taking little if any 
new business, because of difficulty in getting out orders 
already booked. Manufacturers say they would work 
overtime and be glad to, much as they dislike it for 
different reasons, if they could get adequate material 
and labor. One leading maker says that business dur- 
ing February last was the best month in their long 
existence, notwithstanding the fewer days and that 
usually April, May and June are the heaviest trading 
months. 

Buyers often try to get their orders accepted at 
prices which prevailed before the last rise, but with 
little success. Many goods ordered in large quantities 
in January because of expected advances, were shipped 
in February. 


Pure Manila hemp rope is still on the basis of 18c. for 
peel grade and sisal rope, first grade, 12c. base per lb. from 
jo rs. 


OILERS.—Manufacturers of oilers quite generally, al- 
though working independently, have advanced oilers 
on an average of about 10 per cent, covering Chace in 
all metals, copper-plated dome, railroad and mowing 
machine oilers. 

HINGES.—The Stanley Works, New Britain, Conn., 
and 100 Lafayette Street, New York, under date of 
March 4, withdrew all prices shown in its discount 
sheet of Jan. 22, 1916. New prices are being prepared 
and will be mailed to customers in the near future. 

Screws.—The American Screw Company, Providence, 
R. I., under date of March 4, cancelling and withdraw- 
ing many previous quotations, issued a new discount 
sheet, dated March 4, applying to the 1913 edition of 
the company’s price lists, and calls attention to the 
change in discounts on wood screws, tire bolts, rivets 
and burrs. 





ent indications further advances are expected. Natur- 
ally this has stimulated business for the manufacturer 
and jobber. However, the retail trade is a little slack 


just now, but this is a natural condition at this time 


of the year. 
Merchants who make a specialty of machine shop 
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supplies are doing a phenomenal business. The only 
question is to replenish stocks. For instance, those 
handling twist drills are limited to a certain quantity 
each month as the manufacturers are endeavoring to 
take care of old customers, but necessarily are unwilling 
to fill any large specifications from any one buyer. This 
is true of quite a number of other articles used in 
machine shops. 

Reports are somewhat conflicting as to collections, 
but the situation is very much better than at this time 
last year. This is especially true with the suburban 
hardware dealer. 

The suburban and country merchants have already 
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started a campaign for securing business in garden 
seeds, tools, etc., and while the spring season has not 
yet opened it is generally stated that business already 
coming in is far ahead of any previous season for a 
number of years.

The “Sani-Can” consists of a con- 
tainer frame which is made of pressed 
steel, white enameled, and in which a 
removable pail rests. This remov- 
able pail is made of heavy galvanized 
iron, finished with three coats of pure 
white enamel. It is easily cleaned 
and holds 4 gal. When the pail is in 
place, the cover, which is made of 
heavy pressed steel and which is part 
of the frame, fits snugly and tightly 
over it. In the base is a “Prestoe” 
pedal, which, by foot pressure, auto- 
matically raises the cover. Releasing 
the pressure on the pedal automati- 
cally closes it. 

Attached to the cover on the inside 
is a disinfectant container which 
sprinkles a powerful deodorant and 
disinfectant over the contents of the 
pail each time the cover falls.
